When Winston Churchil) had se- 
Cret messages to transmit during 
World War I], he turned to a 
Fledgling radio technology that 
broke up a signal and sent it in

Today that same technology, 
known as “Spread Spectrua,” 4

Behind this new interest js a 
1985 decision by the Federal Coa- 
aunications Commission to open 
parts of the airwaves to 
spread-spectrum devices, without 
licensing users.

Another lure for Companies:

The approved device comes 
from a group of Canadian entrepre- 
neurS who started a Company in 
1985 to take advantage of the 
FCC'S spread-spectrun rule.

Where America’s Day Begins 
and Micronesia Wakes Up!

The islands of Micronesia are 
often described by such phrases 
aS “sleepy”, "Slow-paced" or ")q- 
ry”, Whether this js actually 
the case or not May depend upon 
one’s point of view. Some may ar- 
gue that non-Westernized Island- 
ers who can live entirely off the 
o€4 and land are very industrious 
In their own ways, But, regard- 
less of one’s definition of 
“sleepy”, the moment Guam is en- 
countered, it becomes obvious, 
that compared to the other Places 
in Micronesia, Guage js wide 
awake! 

This “wide-eyed” aspect is no 

accident. Guam is historically 
and politically different froa 
its neighbors. The rousing start- 
ed when Ferdinand Magellan sailed 
into what is eed to be Umatac 
Bay on March 6, 1521. Soon after- 
wards, Guam became an Important 
Stopover port for the Spanish gal- 
leons Commuting between Alcapulco 
and Manila. 
_, Following centuries of Span- 
Ish control and westernization, 
the United States Cook Guam as 
part of its spoils frog the Span- 
ish American War in 1898. Ameri- 
Ca’S grip was temporarily lost, 
during World War II, to the Japa- 
nese, but was regained, in 1944, 
through bloody invasion tactics, 
Thereafter, the United States has 
developed to the Purpose of never 
aut loosing this Strategic is- 
and.

tion below main deck, checking 
for water, checking the dehumidi- 
fiers and the lighting system. 


This work is done by the Navy per- 
sonnel who go aboard the ships in 
storage and make the inspections 
as required. On that day of the 
Sullivans’ inspection, 3 sailors 
went aboard by way of an access 
hatch on the weather deck aft. 
As the last man went aboard and 
made his way with a flashlight, 
he heard the access hatch slam 
shut. The first one who went be- 
low was on the 2nd level down at 
the forward end of the ship. He 
was shaken first by the Swish of 
an object “thrown” by his ear and 
the clang of a door-dogging 
wrench clattering against a bulk- 
head. Needless to say, they all 
left the ship rather hurriedly.

The BLURB - March 1989 


THE PHILADELPHIA EXPERIMENT 
by Sam Kuncevich 


Part 1 of 2 


For those who never heard of 
the so called “Philadelphia Exper- 
iment’, briefly it’s all about an 
experiment at the Phila. Navy 
Yard, based on Einstein's theory 
of “Matter to Energy, Back to HMat- 
ter”. The experiment as report- 
ed, was about a ship (at the 
yard) that was teleported to Nor- 
folk, Virginia and back again. 
The time element, uncertain, but 
not important. I will give you 
the facts as I found then; ie de- 
cide 1f 1t happened or not. The 
Navy, obviously, says it never 
happened. on 

I first learned about it in 
1958, from an article published 
in Fate magazine. They said it 
Was Witnessed by crew menbers of 
a cargo ship in Norfolk harbor. 
They were part of the crew of the 
SS Andrew Furnseth waiting at an- 
chor to off-load a cargo at Nor- 
folk, Virginia. 

One of the crew was a man 
Named Carlos Allende, a native of 
Mexico, so his papers claim. He 
also lived, part time, in Read- 


Allen. He carried two social se- 
curity cards, Carlos Allende and 
Carl Allen. Allende or Allen 
Claims to have witnessed the sud- 
den appearance of the DE class 
Ship USS. fast DE-173, during 
the morning of October 23, 1943. 
And, after several minutes, fade 
from sight. He also claims that 
the ship came from the Philadel- 
phia Navy Yard and back in the 
matter of minutes. He does not 
Clearly explain how he knew the 
ship came from Phila. as part of 
an experiment. 

He later sent a series of let- 
ters, in regard to that experi- 
ment, to a Dr. Jessop, a friend 
and associate of Dr. Albert Ein- 
stein. Those letters were exae- 
ined and notations made by Dr. 
Jessop and his staff. 
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NE PA. under the name of Carl. 


The letters were copied and 
put together as a small sanu- 
script, only 8 copies were made. 
After the sudden and perer lous 
death of Dr. Jessop and the disap- 
pearance of several of his staff, 
these papers were released and be- 
cane know as the “Allende Pa- 
pers, 

At this point in time of a 
research, 1965, and the names { 
now give, have given me an OK to 
use, or they are deceased. Being 
employed at the shipyard during 
this time, up to 1983, I was in a 
position to go into some shipyard 
records and files to find any- 
thing relating to the October 23, 
1943 date, a Saturday, or to the 
USS Eldridge DE-173. 

I found a listing of all 
Ships that came into the Navy 
Yard in 1943, including the date 
of arrival, to what pee or 
dry-dock that ship was located, 
the nature of work; repair, over- 
haul, or conversion, and date of 
departure. 

The listing indicated that 
the USS eye h was not in the 
shipyard in 1943. I assumed then 
1t was another ship, not the El- 
dridge. Checking the list again 


I found the USS Hammann DE-13! 
came into the yard October 20, 
1943, was berthed at Pier-A, back 
channel, and no record of the pur- 
pose of arrival or nature of 
work, and no departure date! Un- 
usual to Say the least. 
icial Navy records show 

the USS Eldridge was later sold 
to the Greek Navy, but no record 
agreed on what was the future of 
the USS Hammann. One record said 
1t was mothballed at a Texas Ship 
reserve station. Another located 
it at Little Creek, Virginia. 
Still another said it was sold to 
pe 

nother interesting fact was 
that the USS Hammann ia original - 
ly named Langley, and was renamed 
prior to coming to the Navy 
yard. This too, is unusual. 
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linked together when needed by 
our amateur group. .

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AMATEUR RADIO: 
Back a 4 For Police 
- Part 2 of 2 - 


We could fill this magazine 
with stories of amateur public 
service in disasters, storas, 
train and plane wrecks, fires, 
floods, chemical spills-all sorts 
of incidents that tax a communica- 
tions system. But hams can pro- 
vide more than just comaunica- 
tions, and their communications 
can be a lot more than just 
volce. 

Police Chief Jerry Boyd of 
Coronado, California Police De- 
partment is a ham (KG6LF). He is 
also chairman of the ARRL’s Na- 
tional Eaergency Response Coanit- 
tee. He interfaces amateur radio 
with police service in all of the 
usual oh be disaster, parades 
lost child searches, special 
events, and has used them for 
fire watch as well. 

"We had a major fire about 
four years ago, he said. “We de- 
payee the hams and they spotted 
roof fires aS auch as a mile away 
and called thea in so He could 
be doused before they took hold. 
The amateurs prevented what easi- 
a could -have become a fire 
stora. . 

Talking about fires, the Cali- 
fornia Division of Forestry makes 
statewide use of amateurs. “Un- 
der Volunteers in Prevention, ama- 
teurs are activated by the Divi- 
Sion of Forestry and go out on 
Red Flag patrol. They patrol 
high risk fire areas Simply to 
spot fires when they begin,” 
Chief Boyd said. “God knows how 
many hundreds of thousands of 
acres have been saved under this 
prograa.- 

_ Boyd has also directly bene- 
fitted police operations by using 
amateurs. When Coronado was suf- 
fering a rash of burglaries, a 
special effort was set uP to con- 
bat then. All available police 
ee were deployed, but that 
eft many holes in the plan. Ama- 
teurs were assigned, two to a pri- 
vate car that wasn’t obviously 
police, to patrol designated ar- 
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eas and watch fo. hiss vehl- 
cles suspected of being used by 
the a ales The hams served as 
eyes only, reporting their obser- 
vations back to the police dis- 
patcher. 

“While they did not lead di- 
rectly to an arrest, I think they 
did contribute directly,” Chief 
Boyd explained. “By covering cer- 
tain areas, we were able to bet- 
ter deploy police officers to 
higher risk areas were the ar- 
rests were ultimately made. 

There could be a question of 
using amateurs in the “business” 
of police operation. Haa radio 
1s a hobby and FCC rules prohibit 
the conduct of business. You 
can’t use amateurs to provide rou- 
tine communications just because 
they work for nothing. 

"T’ve talked with the FCC 
about this,” Chief Boyd added. 
"It seems clear that where you 
have exhausted your resources but 
need more, it then becomes an 


"emergency situation where ama- 
teurs can help.” | 
In Irvine, California, the 


city equipped a aobile communica- 
tions van. It 1s set up and oper- 
ated by the amateurs of the 
Irvine Disaster and Emergency Com- 
munications Group - even when ama- 
teur frequencies aren't being 
used. 

The San Diego County Sher- 
iff’s Department has a mobile con- 
mand vehicle and found that ama- 
teurs are great help in eee 
up a command post and getting 1 
operational. This is true even 
if it’s for a SWAT operation 
where hams aren't directly in- 
volved in providing comaunica- 
tions. 

Emergency preparedness often 
falls to the police Fae Ev- 
ery city, county, and state must 
have a disaster plan,” and, in 
California, a required component 
is an interface with amateur ra- 


"In southern California, it 
is not unusual for agencies to 
sponsor and maintain amateur re- 
peaters, Chief Boyd said. In 
Coronado, we maintain two-meter 
and 220 repeaters that can be
